REPORT  OF  INSTITUTE  BOARD  FOR  YEAR  1901. 

Dear  Brethren:  We  present  you  our  fourth  annual  report.  The 
former  work  of  the  Board  not  being-  satisfactory  to  the  Convention,  at 
the  last  session  was  revised  and  much  changed. 

On  account  of  these  changes  we  commenced  our  new  form  of  work  in 
considerable  anxiety.  Brethren  did  not  understand  the  situation  alike,  and 
it  was  not  easy  to  explain  it.  Many  brethren  thought  that  the  action  of  the 
Convention  virtually  meant  that  the  work  was  to  be  discontinued.  Our 
instructions  were  not  clearly  understood  by  the  Board,  if  indeed  they 
were  by  the  Convention.  Our  debt  had  been  reported  to  the  Convention 
to  be  $627.61,  but  we  found  upon  investigation  that  the  debt  was 
$764.19.  This  increased  our  embarrassment.  We  were  not  allowed  a 
man  on  the  field,  and  were  not  allowed  to  pay  more  than  travelling  ex- 
penses to  voluntary  workers.  We  knew  not  what  to  do.  It  was  not  in  our 
power  to  discontinue  the  work,  and  so  we  attempted,  as  best  we  could,  to 
obey  the  instructions  of  the  Convention. 

We  elected  Dr.  Jno.  P.  Shaffer  Office  Secretary  and  Treasurer  at 
a  salary  of  $400.00,  and  charged  him  with  the  entire  management.  He  at 
once  announced  the  plan  of  work  through  the  papers — that  we  wished  to 
pay  our  old  debt;  to  hold  a  great  State  Institute,  and  other  smaller  Insti- 
tutes in  various  Associations.  We  beg  to  say  that  our  Secretary  ex- 
erted himself  diligently  to  accomplish  these  ends.  We  succeeded  in  hold- 
ing a  State  Institute  at  Anniston,  June  20th  to  July  4th,  at  which  about 
eighty  preachers  were  in  attendance  part  or  all  of  the  time. 

Dr.  Jno.  R.  Sampey  conducted  our  studies  in  the  Scriptures  and  other 
phases  of  the  work  were  looked  after  by  Alabama  pastors. 

We  regarded  the  Institute  as  a  success,  and  hope  that  much  good  will 
come  of  the  meeting-.  Our  Secretary  was  hindered  from  attending  the  In- 
stitute by  ill  health,  but  Dr.  Jno.  F.  Purser  kindly  consented  to  take  the 
place  of  our  Secretary,  for  which  the  Board  is  very  thanktul. 

It  is  due  to  Dr.  J.H.  Foster.  Jr.,  to  say  that  from  first  to  last  he  rendered 
willing  and  valuable  aid  in  organizing  and  conducting  our  State  Insti- 
tute. It  is  also  due  to  the  various  pastors  in  the  State  who  aided  us,  to 
say  that  their  generous  spirit  made  our  State  Institute  possible. 

As  to  the  smaller  Institutes,  for  which  we  had  promises  for  about 
thirty,  our  efforts  were  a  failure.  None  of  them  were  held  so  far  as  we 
know,  except  one  in  Cullman  county,  conducted  by  Dr.  G.  S.  Anderson. 
Our  inability  to  offer  brethren  even  their  railroad  fare  and  hotel  bills, 
ha'd  much  to  do  with  the  failure  of  the  smaller  Institutes,  but  we  could  do 
no, better  than  we  did.  We  were  determined  not  to  create  further  in- 
debtedness, but  rather  to  pay  what  we  could  on  the  old  debt. 

Now,  brethren,  our  work  is  not  satisfactory  to  ourselves,  but  we  in- 
dulge the  hope  that  when  you  remember  the  confusion  which  prevailed 
in  regard  to  Institute  Work,  and  the  embarrassment  under  which  we 
operated,  that  you  will  agree  with  us  that  we  accomplished  about  as  much 
as  should  have  been  expected.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  work  which  we 
have  done  this  year,  or  that  we  can  hope  to  do  in  the  future,  does  not 
justify  the  existence  of  our  Institute  Board,  and  we  therefore  respectfully 
suggest  to  the  Convention  the  disestablishment  of  it,  provided  that  the 
Convention  will  provide  for  the  debt  of  the  Board. 

FINANCIAL   STATEMENT. 

Upon    investigation    we     found   our   old  debt    to    be    $764.19, 
instead  of  $627.61,  as  shown  by  last  report  to  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  HOWARD  TRUSTEES. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  your  body  the  College  closed  a  very  satis- 
factory session  with  12  graduates.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in 
June  President  F.  M.  Roof  and  his  associates  were  all  re-elected.  Since 
then,  however,  Prof.  S.  J.  Ansley  has  been  compelled  to  resign  by  reason 
of  ill  health  and  Prof.  Allen  J.  Moon,  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  has 
been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  has  entered  upon  his  work.  The 
salaries  of  the  faculty  were  made  to  be  dependent  upon  the  income  of  the 
College  and  no  debt  is  to  be  incurred.  Ihe  Board  takes  great  pleasure  in 
commending  to  your  body  the  efficiency  and  loyalty  of  fhe  President  and 
his  associates.  They  are  doing  a  self-sacrificing  work  that  merits  the 
most  loyal  support  of  the  great  brotherhood  over  the  State.  During-  the 
year  they  have  put  $1,041.50  worth  of  improvements  on  the  buildings  and 
have  had  them  insured  for  three  years  from  April  last  for  $920,  making  a 
total  outlay  of  $1,961.50. 

Of  the  amount  subscribed  at  your  last  meeting  for  making  these  re- 
pairs and  insurance,  only  $1,004.10  has  been  paid,  $50  has  been  received 
that  was  not  then  subscribed,  leaving  $907.40  expended  in  excess  of  col- 
lections. It  is  the  most  earnest  wish  of  the  Board  that  those  pledges 
shall  be  redeemed  at  the  earliest  date  possible,  and  that  the  faculty  shall 
not  be  compelled  to  meet  this  obligation  out  of  their  meager  salaries. 

The  conduct  and  abilit}'  of  the  student  body  is  all  that  can  be  desired, 
so  the  President  informs  us.  The  total  number  of  Matriculates  to  date 
for  current  session  is  112.  Of  this  number  24  are  ministerial  students. 
The  present  high  standard  of  scholarship  and  moral  character  in  order 
to  entrance  into  the  College  has  cut  down  the  enrollment  some  no  doubt  for 
this  year. 

After  some  extensive  correspondence  with  the  American  Baptist 
Education  Society,  that  Society  has  made  us  an  offer  of  $12,500  toward 
the  permanent  endowment  of  the  College,  provided  the  friends  would 
raise  $37,500  by  May  1,  1902.  The  Board  in  June,  after  due  consideration, 
appointed  a   wise   committee  to   take   the   matter  in    hand  and   if   found 
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practicable,   to   proceed    with    the     effort.     That    committee,    Dr.    L,.    O. 
Dawson,  chairman,  will  want  to  be  heard  at  this  meeting'. 

One  of  the  most  vital  matters  that  demands  the  profound  considera- 
tion of  your  body  is  the  need  of  Endowment  for  Howard  College.  We 
would  be  glad  that  you  would,  somewhere  in  your  present  sitting,  give  it 
your  attention. 

We  are  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  property  of  the  Convention, 
which  is  held  in  trust  for  Howard  College,  is  increasing  somewhat  in 
value,  and  further  to  assure  you  that  it  cannot  be  alienated  by  sale  or 
cumbered  by  debt  but  by  your  instruction.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTORS. 

Three  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  were  held  during  the  year 
at  Selma,  Alabama,  and  the  proceedings  were  as  follows: 

At  the  meeting  of  January  3, 1901,  there  were  present:  H.  S.  D.  Mallory, 
A.  J.  Dickinson,  Law  Lamar,  T.  M.  Johnson,  W.  P.  Welch,  R.  R. 
Kornegay  and  J.  F.  Watson.  There  were  also  present  W.  B.  Crumpton, 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions,  and  W.  Y. 
Quisenberry.  It  was  shown  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
meeting  was  given  to  all  the  members  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  to-wit: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  laid  before  this  Board  by  the  State  Board  of 
Missions  that  the  school  property  at  Scottsboro,  Alabama,  can  be  pur- 
chased for  four  thousand  dollars,  and  that  said  prop  rty  is  valuable,  and 
its  acquisition  by  the  Baptists  and  the  conduct  of  a  school  there  under 
Baptist  control  will  greatly  tend  to  build  up  our  denomination  in  North 
Alabama;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  said  State  Board  of  Missions  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  raise  the  necessary  sum  by  an  appeal  to  the  Baptists  of  this  State, 
and  to  purchase  said  property,  taking  title  in  the  name  of  the  Alabama 
Baptist  State  Convention,  and  to  inaugurate  and  establish  therein  a 
school  under  Baptist  control  and  management,  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  shall  be  done  that  will  in  any  way  involve  the  Alabama  Baptist 
State  Convention  or  said  State  Board  of  Missions  in  any  liability,  nor 
shall  any  debt  be  incurred  in  the  purchase  of  said  property  or  in  the 
inauguration  and  conduct  of  said  school. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  April  21,  1901,  delegates  were  appointed  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  meeting  in  New  Orleans  in  May,  and  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  who  may  attend  said  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  were  authorized  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  might  occur  in 
said  list  of  delegates,  and  to  add  additional  names  if  the  Alabama  Baptist 
State  Convention  should  be  entitled  to  a  greater  number  than  already 
named. 

The  resignation  of  B.  D.  Gray  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Howard  College,  on  account  of  his  removal  from  the  State,  was  ac- 
cepted, and  L.  O.  Dawson  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  July  15,  1901.  it  was 

Resolved,  That,  if  the  contemplated  purchase  of  the  school  property 
at  Scottsboro,  Alabama,  be  made  by  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, the  State  Board  of  Missions  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  arrange 
for  the  conduct  of  a  school  there  for  the  next  ensuing  scholastic  year,  and 
to  elect  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  school  to  serve  until  the  next  session 
of  the  said  Convention,  provided,  however,  that  no  debt  against  the  Ala- 


bama   Baptist  State   Conveution  shall  be  created  in   establishing  or  con- 
ducting said  school.

CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  STATE  MISSIONS. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  emphasizing  what  the  Secretary  says  in  re- 
gard to  our  State  Work.  We  rejoice  that  a  marked  increase  is  shown  in 
the  contributions  to  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  The  claims  of  the 
great  work  of  these  two  Boards  stir  our  inmost  souls,  but  can  we  afford 
to  allow  our  own  State  work  to  lag  in  the  stride  for  great  things  in  the 
Master's  name?  When  we  glance  at  the  field  and  note  the  many  im- 
portant places  in  the  State,  where  thousands  of  souls  are  congregating  in 
factory  and  other  manufacturing  centers,  who  are  clamoring  for  the 
gospel,  and  who  need  to  be  developed  in  Christian  graces  and  educational 


advantages,  can  we  in  good  conscience  and  in  the  fear  of  God,  withhold 
our  hearty  and  liberal  support  to  this  work?  While  the  Secretary's  re- 
port shows  a  slight  increase  to  State-Missions  over  the  past  year,  it  is,  as 
he  states,  not  in  proportion  to  the  increased  demands.  With  some  ex- 
ceptions we  have  a  sufficient  number  of  churches  already  established  in 
the  country  districts  to  at  least  meet  present  demands,  but  we  do 
most  of  all  need  funds  that  will  enable  us  to  employ  a  greater  number  of 
consecrated,  strong-  men,  to  go  into  the  new  towns  that  are  springing  up 
and  visit  other  places  not  heretofore  reached.  Surely  the  majority  of  our 
brethren  do  not  realize,  nor  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  this  par- 
ticular feature  of  our  work. 

THE  SECRETARY 

With  his  usual  energy  and  diligence  has  pressed  the  claims  of  our 
Board  and  the  great  success  that  has  attended  his  efforts  speaks  in  strong 
terms  of  his  fitness  for  the  duties  to  which  the  Convention  has  wisely 
called  him.  While  he  has  been  hindered  more  or  less,  on  account  of  serious 
sickness  in  his  family,  and  having  been  sick  himself  a  great  deal  of  the 
time  during  the  Associational  season,  yet  the  responses  that  he  has  had 
from  the  churches,  are  an  evidence  of  the  fraternal  affection  with  which 
he  is  regarded  by  the  brethren. 

CONCLUSION. 

With  a  feeling  of  gratitude   to   God   for  the  blessings  that   have  at-, 
tended  us  during  the  past  year,  let  us  look   with  a  resolute  hope  for  still 
greater  things  in  the  future,    believing  that  with  Him  all  things  are  pos- 
sible.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY  TO  STATE  BOARD 

OF  MISSIONS. 

Dear  Brethren:  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  you  planned,  for 
certain  specific  sums  for  each  of  the  Mission  Boards:  $10,000  for  State 
Missions,  $10,000  for  Home  Missions,  and  $13,000  for  Foreign  Missions. 
It  was  thought  that  the  131,000  white  Missionary  Baptists  of  Alabama 
could  easily  give  this  amount. 

INCREASED  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The  figures  in  the  Financial  Report  show  a  gratifying  increase  over 
last  year,  though  your  plans  were  not  fully  real<zed.  Nearly  $3,000  more 
parsed  through  your  Treasury  for  Home  Missions  and  more  than  $3,600 
went  to  Richmond  from  the  Montgomery  office.  The  Secretary  has  made 
no  effort  to  turn  the  money  for  these  Boards  his  way  and  only  mentions 
this  as  showing  increased  confidence  among-  the  churches  and  pastors, 
and  a  growth  of  the  spirit  of  co-operation.  When  you  study  the  full  re- 
port showing  the  receipts  at  Richmond  and  Atlanta  for  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Boards  you  will  have  greater  reason  to  rejoice.  The  report  shows 
an  increase  for  all  purposes  of  more  than  $10,000.  When  we  come  to 
State  Missions  the  figures  are  not  so  encouraging.  They  show  an  ad- 
vance of  over  $1,100,  but  they  are  not  commensurate  with  the  amount  of 
work  done  in  the  State  during  the  year,  nor  with  the  increase  in  other 
directions. 

RESOLVED  ON  AN    INCREASE. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  you  resolved   that  we  should  take  an  ad- 


vance  step  in  our  State  Work  and  enlarge  the  appropriations  $2,000  be- 
yond anything-  we  had  ever  done.  If  that  policy  had  been  adhered  to,  we 
would  have  been  compelled  to  report  a  large  debt  at  this  session.  The 
brethren  of  the  Local  Board  very  wisely  resolved  to  use  the  discretion  you 
gave  them  to  call  a  halt  in  appropriations  wrhen  they  began  to  discover 
that  the  contributions  from  the  churches  would  not  justify  the   increase. 

INDIFFERENCE  TO  STATE  WORK. 

I  greatly  rejoice  to  see  the  increased  gifts  to  the  other  Mission 
Boards  and  am  helping  the  movement  on;  but  it  is  very  sad  indeed  to  me 
to  see  the  indifference  prevailing  about  our  own  State  Work.  Some  of 
our  brethren  and  some  of  our  stronger  churches  seem  to  feel  that  there  is 
no  need  at  all  for  Mission  work  in  Alabama.  They  are  not  informed. 
They  will  not  read  circular  letters  or  religious  papers  or  tracts,  and  the 
pastors  cannot  inform  them  about  everj-thing  in  the  little  time  allotted 
to  them  on  Sunday.  I  confess  to  a  feeling  of  discouragement  when  I 
consider  this  great  problem  that  confronts  us;  How  to  get  our  busy  peo- 
ple informed  about  the  Master's  work?  But  it  must  be  done,  we  dare  not 
give  it  up.  The  following  plan  has  been  worked  with  some  success  this 
3'ear:  The  pastors  from  the  strong  churches  and  the  well  informed  lay- 
men have  been  asked  to  visit  sections  of  the  State  where  their  services 
are  greatly  needed  and  where  they  will  be  welcomed  by  people  who  are 
anxious  to  know  about  our  organized  work.  The  churches  hav  readily 
given  up  their  pastors  and  frequently  paid  their  travelling  expenses 
while  on  the  trip.  Besides  the  good  to  be  dene  in  the  undeveloped  sec- 
tions where  they  go  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  return  from  their  trip  en- 
thused with  the  great  needs  in  our  State  and  bring  the  conditions  as  the3r 
have  seen  them  before  their  people.  By  this  means  we  solve  difficult 
problems  at  both  ends  of  the  line.  One  of  the  chief  difficulties  I  have  had 
in  perfecting  this  plan  is,  so  many  of  the  pastors  by  reason  of  their 
pastoral  duties  cannot  turn  loose.  If  they  promise  to  make  a  trip  all  is 
uncertain  and  my  plans  may  go  to  pieces  at  the  critical  moment  by  un- 
expected calls. 

THE  SPIRIT   OF    CO-OPERATION 

Is  growing  in  Alabama,  not  as  fast  as  we  would  like,  but  as  fast  as 
we  can  expect.  If  we  are  let  alone,  the  Lord  continuing  his  blessings, 
the  situation  will  steadily  improve.  The  people  are  getting  informed. 
When  a  representative  of  an  Association  returns  from  our  Conventions, 
he  usually  becomes  an  ardent  advocate  of  our  Missionary  enterprises. 
Religious  papers  and  tracts  are  bearing  good  fruit  in  remote  regions 
where  they  are  eagerly  read  by  the  people.  It  will  be  observed  that  there 
is  an  increased  expenditure  of  money  for  postage,  printing,  traveling  ex- 
penses, etc.  This  is  no  waste  of  money.  Much  more  could  have  been 
spent  to  great  advantage  had  the  condition  of  the  treasury  allowed.  If 
we  are  wise,  we  will  employ  every  agency  in  our  reach  to  keep  the  work 
we  are  attempting  before  God's  people.  In  no  other  way  can  we  win 
them  to  loving  co-operation. 

CIRCULAR  LETTERS. 

Through  the  generosity  of  a  few  good  brethren  the  Secretary  was 
furnished  with  a  Neostyle,  a  machine  for  rapidly  and  neatly  duplicating 
letters.  The  circular  letter  has  proven  to  be  an  instrument  of  great  power. 
Some  of  our  pastors  will  not  so  much  as  open  one,  but  thousands  read  them 
and  are  thus  informed  of  the  work.  Every  pastor,  church  clerk,  moderator 
and  clerk  of  associations  have  been  addressed  a  number  of  times  on  sub- 
jects relating  to  the  Kingdom.     Many  have  responded   heartil)'  to  these 


letters  and  asked  for  literature  on  various  topics,  and  all  this  has  been 
done  without  stopping-  the  Secretary  from  his  work  in  the  field.  The 
office  help  and  the  machine  did  it. 

I  am  glad  to  report  a  great  awakening  on  the  subject  of 

PASTORAL    SUPPORT. 

In  many  sections  the  churches  are  grouping  together  and  forming 
fields  for  the  settlement  of  pastors  and  providing  them  with  good  homes. 
This  is  a  most  hopeful  sign.  When  the  hands  of  our  ministry  are  un- 
bound and  they  are  allowed  to  give  themselves  whollj'  to  the  work  to 
which  the  Eord  has  called  them,  there  will  be  a  great  awakening  of  in- 
terest along  all  lines. 

$40,000  FOR  MISSIONS    ANOTHER  YEAR. 

The  Secretary  was  prevented  this  year  from  attending  many  of  the 
Associations  because  of  sickness;  but  he  is  gratified  to  hear  good  reports 
from  nearly  every  one  of  them.  Most  of  them  adopted  the  apportionment 
plan,  some  of  them  going  far  beyond  the  amount  suggested  by  the  Board. 
I  believe  it  is  possible  for  us  to  raise  in  Alabama  another  year  $40,000  for 
Missions  alone.  If  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pastors,  that  is  about 
the  number  we  can  count  on,  will  join  hearts  and  hands  to  do  it  these 
figures  are  not  excessive. 

SYSTEMATIC  EFFORTS. 

I  cannot  make  a  report  without  mentioning  a  matter  essential  to  the 
financial  success  of  our  churches.  Probably  the  hardest  thing  ever  un- 
dertaken by  pastor  and  people  is  to  introduce  successfully  Systematic 
Methods  of  giving  into  the  churches.  All  admit  the  wisdom  of  it,  but 
fear  the  labor  and  possible  failure.  There  need  be  no  failure.  It  appeals 
to  the  common  sense  of  the  people,  and  where  it  is  persistently  worked  is 
producing  marvelous  results.  A  simple  pledge  card  to  be  used  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  and  envelopes  to  be  given  out  once  each  month,  is  all 
there  is  to  it.  The  Committee  may  be  composed  of  women,  or  young  peo- 
ple— classes  of  our  membership  from  whom  we  have  not  been  expecting 
much  in  the  way  of  work  in  the  past.  It  is  wonderful  how  some  pastors 
are  working  the  system. 

THE    ALABAMA  BAPTIST 

Has  been  a  great  helper  to  the  Secretary,  Besides  giving  the  use  of 
its  columns  freely,  the  editor  very  generously  sends  thousands  of  copies 
gratuitously  into  the  undeveloped  sections  at  my  suggestion,  and  by  this 
means  we  are  enabled  to  reach  many  who  have  not  heretofore  co-operated 
with  us. 

OTHER    BOARDS. 

Our  relations  to  the  Boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
to  the  denominational  enterprises  of  the  State,  continue  to  be  most  cor- 
dial. This  is  as  it  should  be.  There  is  no  place  among  us  for  jealousy 
and  strife.  The  Sunday  School  Board  donates  to  us  each  year  $300  worth 
of  Bibles.  It  would  be  well,  it  seems  to  me,  if  arrangements  could  be  made 
this  year  to  go  more  extensively  into  the  colportage  work  in  co-operation 
with  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

The  Home  Mission  Board,  besides  helping  in  the  support  of  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  and  aiding  some  in  our  general  work,  will  assist  us 
in  maintaining  the  school  at  Scottsboro  if  such  help  is  needed. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board,  as  in  the  past,  continues  to  assist  in  the 
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support  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Much  of  the  increase  in  contributions  for  Foreign  Missions  came 
doubtless  from  the  enthusiasm  aroused  by 

MISS    WILLIE   KELLY, 

Our  Missionary  from  China,  during  her  vacation  of  eleven  months. 
She  was  received  joyfully  at  every  place  she  visited  and  she  gave  herself 
little  rest,  so  eager  was  she  to  tell  the  people  of  the  millions  in  China 
starving  for  the  Gospel.  She  returned  to  her  work  in  September  carding 
with  her  the  sympathies  and  prayers  of  all  our  people. 

TRACT  DISTRIBUTION 

Becomes  each  year  a  matter  of  more  importance.  Our  religious 
papers  are  filled  with  valuable  matter  each  week,  much  of  which  ought  to 
be  put  in  permanent  form  for  distribution.  I  have  hoped  that  some  gen- 
erous person  would  furnish  us  with  a  fund  for  this  purpose. 

THE  SCOTTSBORO  PROPERTY. 

Under  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Convention 
your  Board  has  purchased  at  Scottsboro,  Alabama,  for  the  Convention, 
valuable  school  property  and  inaugurated  a  prosperous  school  employing 
six  teachers.  The  property  consists  of  a  main  two  story  brick  building 
on  a  stone  foundation  having  eight  recitation  rooms.  The  building  is 
heated  with  hot  air  and  supplied  with  desks  of  the  latest  pattern,  black 
boards,  a  small  laboratory,  maps  and  some  art  material. 

The  chapel  is  of  brick,  heated  with  stoves,  and  supplied  with  desks. 
It  will  seat  three  hundred.  The  building  was  put  in  very  good  repair  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school,  September  2nd,  at  a  co^t  of  $300.  We  have  en- 
rolled 108  pup^s.  But  for  the  excessive  drouth,  followed  by  ruinous  over- 
flows of  the  best  lands  in  the  county,  we  would  have  certainly  had  fifty 
more  pupils.  The  property  is  deeded  to  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention and  cost  near  $4,000.  Nearly  $1,500  of  this  amount  was  raised  by 
the  citizens  of  Scottsboro  and  Jackson  county.  The  trustees  have  es- 
tablished there  a  first  class  high  school,  not  a  college — this  purpose  has 
been  announced  and  the  patrons  of  the  school  fully  understand  it.  I  be- 
lieve the  school  will  be  self  sustaining  at  an  early  day,  and  will  be  of  im- 
mense advantage  to  the  Baptists  of  lhat  section  of  Alabama.  I  think  it  a 
wise  policy  for  the  Convention  to  secure  school  property,  when  it  can  be 
done  without  incurring  debt,  and  maintain  high  grade  schools.  If  our 
Baptist  young  people  are  developed  into  aggressive,  well  informed  church 
workers  we  must  call  to  our  aid  the  Christian  teacher. 

THE  COLORED  PEOPLE. 

I  have  received  several  communications  from  Dr.  Morehouse,  of  the 
Home  Mission  Society,  and  our  lamented  Brother  Kerfoot,  late  Secretar 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  also  from  some  of  the  leading  colored  breth- 
ren of  this  State.  There  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  all  that  we  help  the 
colored  people.  I  think  we  ought  to  join  hands  with  the  parties  named 
and  undertake  something  the  coming  year.  I  have  no  plans  to  suggest, 
but  want  to  urge  that  we  no  longer  neglect  this  important  matter. 

A  WORK  FOR  OUR  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Two  years  ago  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
State  to  help  in  building  a  house  of  worship  at  Alabama  City,  a  growing 
factory  town.  We  thought  $1,000  or  $1,200  would  build  a  suitable  house 
for  the   place.     The  children  responded  nobly  and  gave  a   considerable 
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sum.  But  the  church,  with  such  assistance  as  they  could  get  from  others, 
went  on  and  have  furnished  a  handsome  hovtsethat  would  do  credit  to  any 
town.  It  cost  $2,500  and  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  children  who 
helped,  the  noble,  self-sacrificing-  people  of  Alabama  City,  and  their 
energetic  young  pastor.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  children  in  our 
schools  might  not  build  such  a  church  each  year. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  his  great  goodness  to  me  in  the  past,  and 
thanks  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Board  for  their  kind  support  in  my  ad- 
ministration of  the  office,  I  submit  this  my  13th  annual  report.

PRESTON'S   RESOLUTION. 

Resolved,  1st.  That  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  and  Insti- 
tute Work,  now  located  at  East  Lake  and  Opelika,  respectively,  be  and 
are  hereby  consolidated  into  a  Board  to  be  known  as  the  Educational 
Board  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention,  said  Board  to  be  located 
in  the  city  of  Birmingham  and  to  consist  of  nine  members,  five  of  whom 
shall  reside  in  Birmingham  atid  vicinity.  A  majority  of  the  members  of 
said  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Three  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a  period 
of  one  year,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  three  years,  and  thereafter 
the  election  in  each  instance  shall.be  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

2.  That  said  Board  shall  have  charge  of  the  educational  work  of 
this  Convention:  (1)  in  the  education  of  students  for  the  ministry  which 
has  hitherto  been  committed  t«o  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education,  and 
(2)  the  work  of  organizing-  and  holding  Institutes  in  the  State,  which  has 
hitherto  been  committed  to  the  Institute  Board  at  Opelika,  and  (3)  the 
soliciting  of  funds  for  the  better  equipment  and  endowment  of  our  schools, 
and  (4)  the  awakening  of  our  people  to  the  importance  of  educating  their 
children,  and  urging  their  attendance  upon    our  denominational  schools. 

3.  That  said  Board  be  commended  to  our  people  as  worthy  of  their 
confidence  and  support  and  we  appeal  to  them  to  contribute  through  this 
Board  for  education  out  of  the  means  which  God  may  have  bestowed  upon 
them. 

4.  That  said  Board  is  authorized  to  appoint  such  agents  and 
agencies  as  its  work  may  require  and  its  means  may  warrant,  only  in  no 
event  is  it  authorized  to  involve  this  Convention  in  any  debt. 

5.  That  said  Board  is  authorized,  whenever  in  its  judgment  the 
time  may  be  opportune,  to  formulate  a  plan  for  the  correl  ation  of  our 
several  Baptist  schools  which  shall  be  submitted  io  their  several  Boards 
of  Trustees  with  the  request  that  they  report  on  same  to  this  Convention-

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

In  this  day  of  progressiveness  and  advancement  along  all  lines,  this 
new  era  which  has  dawned  upon  us,  this  day  of  opportunity  and 
responsibility,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we  note  the  interest  in  the  cause 
of  education.  In  this  enlightened  age  of  the  world  no  argument  is  needed 
to  prove  the  importance  of  Ministerial  Education.  Our  Preachers  must 
be  educated  or  they  cannot  be  leaders  of  the  people.  There  has  never  been 
a  time  in  the  world's  history  when  the  demand  for  men  specially  equipped 
for  leadership  was  greater  than  it  is  today.  From  the  rural  districts  all 
over  our  great  commonwealth  to  our  great  Foreign  Mission  work,  we 
need  men  with  minds  trained  to  think,  and  hearts  cultivated  to  feel, 
broad-minded,  warm-hearted  men  of  God  who  are  capable  of  leadership. 
It  is  indeed  encouraging  to  note  that  our  Churches  all  over  this  great 
country  are  seeking  Pastors  who  are  capable  of  instructing  and  leading. 
It  is  only  by  educating  our  ministry  that  we  can  bring  our  Churches  into 
active  co-operation  with  our  denominational  enterprises,  and  thus  solve 
the  great  problem  confronting  us  toda3r,viz:  that  of  enlisting,  combining 
and  direcfiug  the  energies  of  our  great  Baptists  hosts.  When  we  have 
competent  leaders,  the  people  will  follow.  The  large  sections  of  our  own 
beloved  Alabama,  where  so  little  is  being  given  to  advance  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom,  and  where  the  Omission  Spirit  prevails,  is  due  to  the  want  of 
Pastors  who  have  had  special  training  for  the  great  work  committed  to 
them.  Moses  could  never  have  been  the  great  leader  of  the  Lord's  people 
that  he  was  without  special  preparation  for  leadership.  When  a  Church 
recognizes  in  her  Pastor  the  ability  to  lead,  she  is  ready  to  follow. 

OUR  SCHOOLS. 

With  our  own  Howard  College,  and  the  Theological  Seminar}'  located 
at  Louisville,  Ky.,  we  are  prepared  to  assist  our  young  men  in  preparing 
for  the  great  work  to  which  God  has  called  them. 

In  1898  we  had  in  Howard  twenty-seven  young  ministers.  In  1899  we 
had  twenty-five.  In  1900  we  had  eighteen.  During  the  present  session 
twenty-four  have  been  enrolled.  It  is  with  real  pleasure  that  we  note 
this  increase.     They  are  a  noble  class  of  young  men,  pious,   studious,  and 
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are  making-  splendid  marks  in  their  classes.  Nearly  all  of  these  young 
brethren  must  have  aid  if  they  remain  in  school.  We  cannot  afford  to  let 
them  leave  for  want  of  help. 

FINANCES. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  Board  for  the  year  ending  November  1st, 
1901,  were  $651.41.  Five  dollars  of  this  was  sent  to  Brother  Dobbins  in 
the  Seminar}'.  The  only  expense  incurred  by  the  Board  has  been  for 
postage  and  exchange,  $1.84. 

We  are  profoundly  grateful  to  God  that  with  His  blessing  and  the 
contributions  from  the  Churches  we  are  able  to  close  the  last  session  with 
all  debts  paid. 

We  ask  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  to  give  us  $1,000  during  this  session 
with  which  to  prosecute  the  work.  Brethren,  send  us  the  money  and  we 
will  pay  the  debts,  and  God's  blessing  will  crown  our  efforts.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  ORPHANS'  HOME. 

We  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  Oct.  31st,  1901:

During  the  past  winter  we  had  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  whooping 
cough  which  continued  into  the  late  spring  months. 

In  the  Summer  during  June  and  July  we  had  a  long  siege  of  Scarlet 
fever  and  had  to  keep  the  entire  Home  shut  up  under  Quarantine. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  this  scourge  was  brought  by  two  children  sent 
from  Eufaula  where  the  fever  had  prevailed  for  some  time. 

We  beg  in  this  connection  to  impress  upon  all  of  our  pastors  and 
others  who  are  in  any  way  responsible  for  sending  children  to  the  Home 
that  the  utmost  care  should  be  observed  in  not  sending  children  with 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  or  infected  clothing  from  either,  and  to 
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carefully  observe  all  the  questions  asked  concerning-  applicants  and  see 
that  they  are  carefully  and  truthfully  answered. 

It  was  indeed  a  pitiful  thing-  to  see  these  helpless  children  shut  up  all 
Summer  in  prison,  as  it  were  each  waiting  to  see  whether  he  or  she  would 
be  the  next  to  contract  the  dread  malady. 

In  our  last  report,  as  in  former  ones,  we  called  attention  to  our  great 
need  of  a  Dormitory  for  boys  and  a  Sick  Ward,  it  is  with  profound 
gratitude  to  God  and  the  noble  hearted,  generous  brethren  and  Churches 
who  subscribed  to  these  much  needed  objects  at  our  last  Convention  that 
we  report  the  work  on  these  buildings  now  under  headway.  The  work 
was  delayed  by  the  tardiness  of  architects  in  furnishing  plans,  difficulty 
in  procuring  needed  materials  and  some  delay  in  collecting  the  funds. 
Brother  J.  C.  Bush  has  kindly  allowed  us  to  draw  on  him  as  the  money 
was  needed,  but  without  his  request  to  do  so,  it  has  been  used  altogether 
on  the  Dormitory.  We  have  collected  out  of  his  donation  $1,750,  just  one 
half.  We  have  collected  only  11,531.19,  on  the  other  $4,045,  which  has 
been  used  on  the  Sick  Ward.  The  building  has  cost  more  than  this  and 
the  balance  of  the  money  had  to  come  out  of  the  current  fund.-  The 
buildings  are  practically  paid  for  so  far  as  they  have  gone. 

When  the  drawings  and  specifications  were  submitted  to  Mr.  W.  A. 
Andrews,  the  contractor  who  built  our  Court  House,  he  proposed  to  build 
them  for  $17,670.  The  two  have  cost  us  so  far  less  than  $5,000  and  we  will 
be  able  to  complete  them  for  less  than  half  the  bid  of  Mr.  Andrews.  Work 
has  been  suspended  twice  within  the  last  month,  once  by  a  change  of 
foremen  and  once  for  lack  of  material. 

Tt  is  imperatively  necessary  that  all  dela3red  subscriptions  be  paid  at 
earliest  possible  time  so  that  the  work  can  be  pushed  to  completion. 
When  the  building's  are  finished  we  will  need  furniture  suitable  to  the 
purposes  of  each  and  we  hope  that  our  generous  hearted  brethren  and 
sisters  throughout  the  State  will  have  this  upon  their  minds  and  hearts 
in  the  meantime.  With  these  buildings  completed  and  furnished  we  will 
be  better  prepared  than  ever  to  take  care  of  the  little  ones  commended  to 
our  charge  and  to  train  them  as  they  should  be. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  Home  will  be  set  forth  in  detail  by  the 
Financial  Secretary  in  his  report.

FINANCE. 

The  total  amount  of  cash  received  during  the  year  for  the  regular 
work  of  the  Home  Board  has  been  $86,964.68,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$11,598  over  the  previous  year.  In  addition  to  this  the  Board  has  received 
in  special  gifts  to  the  church  building  and  loan  fund  the  sum  of  $4,110.43, 
which  makes  the  actual  amount  of  cash  received  $91,075.11,  as  against  the 
sum  of  $79,356.68  received  the  previous  year.  All  of  the  States  except 
two  show  an  increase  in  cash  contributions  over  last  year. 

Of  this  amount  Alabama  contributes  $6,917.  If  we  examine  this 
Summary  for  a  moment  we  find  that  270  persons  were  received  for  each 
week  of  the  year.  Ten  new  Sunday  Schools  were  organized.  Three  new 
churches  and  more  were  constituted.  Two  new  houses  were  built  and 
more  than  two  repaired.  The  Board  asks  for  larger  contributions  for 
this  year  with  which  to  carry  on  its  work.  Our  love  for  our  own  country, 
our  love  for  our  own  people, and  our  love  for  the  Lord  Jesus,  whose  we  are 
and  whom  we  try  to  serve,  should  impel  us  to  the  noblest  efforts  in  con- 
nection with  the  great  agency. 

For  additional  facts  and  helps  we  would  refer  our  people  to  the  Home 
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Board  headquarters  at  Atlanta,  Ga.  A  nnmber  of  most  delightful  tracts 
on  almost  all  phases  of  the  great  work  have  been  prepared.  Among  them 
one  by  our  great  Secretary,  W.  B.  Crumpton,  D.  D.  A  wide  circulation 
of  this  literature  among  our  people  would  be  of  vast  value.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  submit  the  following: 

Never  in  the  history  of  modern  missions  has  the  outlook  been  so 
promising,  the  fields  so  wide,  the  laborers  so  numerous,  the  needs  so  many, 
or  the  obligations  so  great.  From  this  vantage  ground,  we  look  back  at 
the  heroic  achievements  of  our  pioneers  in  the  work,  we  survey  the 
martial  hosts  of  the  Missionaries  of  today,  and  we  confront  the  crises  of 
the  future. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  DONE. 

We  are  really  just  beginning  to  properly  estimate  the  work  done  by 
our  first  Missionaries.  These  men  were  the  seers  of  their  day  and 
generation.  With  scant  sympathy  at  home  and  stout  opposition  abroad, 
they  obeyed  the  great  commission,  looking  not  to  the  discouragements, 
but  to  the  results.  Through  their  instrumentality,  they  have  translated 
the  Bible  into  about  90  languages  and  325  dialects,  thus  uncovering  the 
Word  of  God  to  millions  of  the  human  race.  They  have  brought  into 
being  the  new  science  of  Comparative  Philology.  These  pioneer  Mis- 
sionaries have  in  singleness  of  heart  preached  the  Gospel  as  their  one  aim, 
and  yet  through  their  labors  human  knowledge  has  been  enriched  in 
almost  every  department.  They  have  led  in  contributions  to  Geography, 
Geology,  Zoology,  Botany,  Ethnography,  Archaeolgy,  and  almost  every 
other  science.  Through  them  railroads  have  been  built,  cables  laid,  ports 
opened,  commerce  stimulated,  civilization  introduced,  and  ignorance 
overthrown,  where  erstwhile  heathen  darkness  held  undisputed  sway; 
for  there  is  no  good  thing  that  does  not  follow  in  the  wake  of  consecrated 
Missionary  work.  Through  these  God-fearing  men  the  whole  world  now 
lies  open  to  Missionary  operations.     We  have  but  to  enter  and  occupy. 

PRESENT  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  WORK  OF  OUR  BOARD. 

From  recent  reports  and  publications,  we  gather  the  following  facts 
and  figures: 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  China,  has,  under  God,  organized 
24  churches.  We  now  have  47  ma, e  Missionaries.  200  baptisms  reported 
last  year,  with  a  present  membership  of  2,240. 

In  Africa,  we  have  six  churches,  seven  Missionaries,  S3  baptisms  last 
year,  and  382  members. 

In  Italy  we  have  24  churches,  4  Missionaries,  104  baptisms  last  year, 
615  members. 

In  Mexico  we  have  36  churches,  15  Missionaries,  208  baptisms  reported 
last  year,  1,314  members. 

In  Brazil  we  have  35  churches,  17  Missionaries,  449  baptisms  last  year, 
1,932  members. 

In  Japan,  2  churches,  10  Missionaries,  15  baptisms  last  year,  90 
members. 

Summed  up,  we  find  on  the  foreign  field  127  churches,  102  Missionaries, 
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1,009  baptisms  last  year,  6,773  church  members.  We  have  also  41 
ordained,  and  110  unordained,  native  helpers.  Since  the  last  meeting-  of 
our  State  Convention,  affairs  in  China  have  resumed  a  more  normal  tone. 
Our  Missionaries  have  returned  without  molestation  to  their  work,  our 
Mission  property  which  was  destroyed  or  greatly  damaged  by 
the  Boxers  has  nearly  all  been  restored,  either  by  the  generous  help  of 
native  Christians  or  the  voluntary  action  of  the  government.  The  schools 
so  long  suspended  are  in  operation,  with  increased  attendance  and 
interest.  Religious  zeal  has  been  greatly  aroused,  and  frequent  baptisms 
are  reported.  The  work  in  Africa,  Italy,  Mexico  and  Brazil  has  made 
most  encouraging  progress,  and  our  workers  in  these  fields  write  with 
enthusiasm  and  rejoicing  over  the  manifest  blessings  of  God.  Japan, 
our  youngest  and  in  many  respects  our  most  interesting  Mission  field, 
through  the  indefatigable  labors  of  the  brethren  and  sisters  there,  is 
hearing  the  glad  news  of  salvation,  and  a  number  have  made  public 
profession  of  faith  in  their  Lord.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  our 
entire  church  membership  in  Italy,  one-sixth  of  that  number  was 
baptized  during  the  last  year.  A  publishing  house  has  been  successfully 
organized  and  is  in  operation  in  Canton.  China;  another  in  Rio  Janeiro, 
Brazil,  and  a  weekly  religious  paper  is  published  in  connection  with  this 
venture.  There  is  also  a  Sunday  School  paper  published  in  Saltillo, 
Mexico.  The  facilities  for  publishing  Bibles,  tracts,  and  other  literature 
in  the  language  of  the  natives  will  greatly  aid  in  the 
spread  of  the  truth;  and  these  publishing  houses  will  become  powerful 
factors  for  good.  Theological  training  schools  for  instructing  native 
helpers  is  another  onward  movement  towards  the  evangelization  of  the 
world.  Dr.  Graves  has  a  successful  school  in  Canton,  China;  Rev.  R.  T. 
Bryan,  one  in  Shanghai,  China;  another  such  school  we  have  in  Africa 
under  the  management  of  Rev.  C.  E.  Smith;  another  in  Brazil  under  Dr. 
J.  J.  Taylor;  and  still  another  will  soon  be  opened  at  Rome,  Italy,  by  Rev. 
Dexter  G.  Whittinghill,  a  brother  known  and  loved  by  many  present  for 
his  learning,  his  untiring  zeal,  his  dauntless  courage,  and  the  beautiful 
simplicity  and  humility  of  his  Christian  character.  Twenty-one  new 
Missionaries  have  been  sent  out  by  the  Board  during  the  last  year,  three 
of  these  being  medical  Missionaries.  These  have  a  double  chance  of 
reaching  the  hearts  and  homes  of  the  heathen,  and  will  be  of  inestimable 
help  to  the  families  of  other  Missionaries.  Over  one  million  tracts  have 
been  distributed  during  last  year,  and  the  Board  offers  to  furnish  such 
literature  free  upon  application.  18,000  cop;es  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Journal  go  monthly  into  our  homes,  and  many  copies  are  distributed 
free.  This  valuable  disseminator  of  Missionary  information  should  be 
in  every  Baptist  household  in  the  South.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  shows  that  the  receipts  last  year  were  a  hun- 
dred, fifty-six  thousand,  eighty-three  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents,  and  all 
debts  paid.  From  May  the  first,  1901,  to  October  15,  1901,  the  receipts 
have  been  $3,775.48.  Alabama  contributed  last  year  to  Foreign  Missions 
$8,893.35.  We  are  glad  to  show  a  decided  increase  this  year,  contributions 
amounting  to  $12,692.02,  showing  a  net  gain  of  $3,798.67. 

We  have  two  Missionaries  in  Japan,  Brother  and  Sister  McCollum; 
three  in  China,  Miss  Willie  Kelly,  who  has  worked  there  for  a  number  of 
years,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ayers,  who  have  recently  gone.  Dr.  Ayers  is  a 
consecrated  Christian  physician  who  goes  as  Medical  Missionary,  and 
already  echoes  of  his  good  wcrks  come  to  us  across  the  seas.  May  God 
call  others  of  our  best  and  noblest  men  and  women  to  this  greatest  of  all 
works! 
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THE   OUTLOOK. 

We  read  in  Isaiah  these  words:  "He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his 
soul  and  be  satisfied. "  In  that  Messianic  prophecy  vve  see  the  glorious 
future  of  Missions.  When  the  triumphs  have  been  achieved,  when  the 
peans  are  lifted,  and  the  victories  celebrated,  what  share  shall  we  have? 
Ours  is  the  privilege  of  aiding  in  bringing  to  fruition  Isaiah's  words.  Our 
work  will  not  have  been  accomplished  until  the  last  temple  erected 
to  Idols  has  peen  overthrown  and  a  temple  erected  to  God 
stands  in  its  place,  until  every  community  has  an  ambassador  of  Christ, 
until  the  word  of  God  is  in  every  home.  To  do  this  we  need  the  united, 
continuous  efforts  of  all  God's  people,  we  need  to  know  more  of  His 
purposes  and  will  concerning  the  perishing,  more  of  our  responsibility  to 
the  lost  of  earth,  and  above  all  things  we  need  to  be  much  in  prayer  for 
the  salvation  of  a  dying  world.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

One  of  the  most  thoughtful  writers  on  this  subject  says:  "The  success 
of  the  Temperance  movement  in  the  new  century  depends,  in  my  humb1e 
judgment,  on  the  following  methods  and  measures:  (1)  Unless  people 
are  educated  and  influenced  n^t  to  use  intoxicants,  all  legal  attempts  to 
prohibit  their  sale  can  achieve  only  a  ve»-y  limited  success.  (2)  Pulpits, 
parents  and  schools  (Sundaj-  and  secular)  must  do  most  of  this  educating. 

(3)  The  churches  of  Christ  must  fight  the  drink  evil  (which  often  means 
the  damnation  of  souls)  just  as  it    fights  theft,   profanity  and  adultery. 

(4)  Corporations  and  all  employers  ought  to  require  abstinence  from  in- 
toxicants as  essential  to  secure  employment.  (5)  Every  State  should 
give  to  every  community  the  right  to  close  up,  by  popular  vote,  every 
drinking  haunt  within  its  borders.  If  the  twentieth  century  works  these 
levers,  it  will  give  a  mighty  lift  to  the  cause  of  Temperance." 

Giving  hearty  endorsement  to  these  sentiments,  and  appreciating 
their  practical  value  and  reaffirming  the  time  honored  position  of  this 
Convention  opposing  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  any 
form  whatever,  we  believe  that  there  should  be  placed  especial  emphasis 
on  the  thought  that  in  recent  years  too  much  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  sale  and  too  little  to  the  use  of  intoxicants.  It  is  just  at  this  point 
that  the  pressure  of  sternest  obligation  rests  upon  our  pastors  and 
churches.  The  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  one  sure  antidote 
for  all  evil.  The  acceptance  of  Him  who  gave  himself  for  the  world's 
redemption  is  the  happy  solution  of  all  problems.  The  great  question  in 
Temperance  is  not  whether  all  men  are  working  in  the  same  way,  but 
whether  they  are  working  in  some  way  for  this  urgent  cause.  People 
will  never  wholly  a^ree  upon  methods  in  Temperance  any  more  than  they 
will  in  Church  polity.  It  is  useless  to  try  and  round  up  all  Temperance 
sympathizers  in  the  fold  of  one  society.  Every  pastor  of  every  church 
and  every  member  of  every  church  working  in  and  through  the  churches, 
combatting  this  sin  as  they  combat  all  sin,  would  very  soon  bring  about 
mighty  changes  for  God's  glory  and  the  salvation  of  the  people 

After  giving  to  this  subject  the  most  careful  consideration,  viewing 
it  from  the  standpoint  of  Christian  citizenship,  as  well  as  of  Church 
membership,    the   conclusion    has   been    definitely    and   conscientiously 
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reached,  that  God's  people  can  consistently  stand  upon  no  other  platform 
than  that  of  prohibition.  Any  compromise  with  this  evil  brings  un- 
speakable harm  to  the  cause  of  our  Master.  We  are  not  to  treat  the 
iniquitous  traffic  as  though  it  were  worthy  a  place  in  the  business  world. 
Let  it  be  relegated  to  a  place  beside  theft  and  murder,  where  it  belongs. 
That  this  may  be  possible,  we  must  educate  the  people;  we  must  give 
them  the  Gospel;  we  must  have  Christ  to  reign  and  rule  in  heart  and  life. 
In  this  lies  our  greatest  hope.

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

No  report  which  is  presented  to  this  Convention  is  of  more  importance 
or  of  more  thrilling  interest  than  that  on  Woman'*  Work. 

If  all  could  be  told  it  would  be  a  story  of  struggle,  of  opposition,  of 
disappointment,  of  heart-aches;  at  the  same  time  a  story  o*'  hope,  of 
sweet  devotion  to  the  service,  of  holy  enthusiasm,  of  laudable  ambition, 
of  high  ideals  and  aspirations,  of  marvelous  achievement  and  progress. 

Woman's  Work  is  broad  in  its  scope  and  varied  in  its  departments. 
Her  efforts  have  been  directed  toward  alleviating  the  suffering  in  body, 
mind  and  spirit.  Her  charities  have  been  rich  toward  the  poor. 
Orphanages  all  over  our  land  have  felt  the  touch  of  her  beneficent  hands, 
and  those  who  are  without  God  and  without  hope  have  heard  from  her 
the  old,  old  story  of  Jesus  and  his  love. 

The  first  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  modern  times  was  organized 
in  Boston,  Oct.  1st,  1800,  by  the  Baptists  and  Congregationalists.  The 
great  revival  in  Woman's  Work  started  in  the  seventies,  there  being 
organized  between  1870  and  1880  twenty-three  societies. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Women  organized  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  in  1888.  The  cc  ntributions  through  this  organization  have  grown 
from  $30,773.69  to  $88,2b2.31  in  1901.  During  these  thirteen  years  of  its 
organization  there  has  been  a  grand  total  of  $704,501. 

The  total  contributions  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  during 
the  past  conventional  year  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  were  $31,801.31. 
Of  this  amount  the  Women's  Societies  of  Alabama  contributed  $2,088.40. 

The  amount  in  cash  contributed  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to 
the  Home  Board  last  year  was  $20,549.54. 

Besides  this  amount  365  boxes  have  been  sent  to  Home  Missionaries 
valued  at  $26,887.88,  making  a  total  of  $47,437.42. 

The  Women's  Societies  of  Alabama  contributed  to  the  Home  Board  in 
cash  $956.98,  and  in  boxes  $2,606.79,  making  a  total  of  $3,563.77. 

When  we  remember  that  more  than  one-third  of  the  entire  force  in  the 
foreign  field  today  is  composed  of  consecrated  women,  when  we  are 
reminded  of  their  enthusiasm,  liberality  and  self-denial  at  home,  when  they 
come  with  open  hands  and  hearts  and  offer  to  help  us  in  the  great  work 
of  Missions,  who  would  hesitate  to  heed  Paul's  injunction:  "Help  those 
women  which  labored  with  us  in  the  Gospel?" 

Let  us  give  them  our  sympathy  and  prayers  and  encouragement  and 
our  hearty  co-operation  in  their  noble  work.

REPORT  ON  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

Undue  and  illogical  insistence  on  a  few  isolated  passages  of  scripture,, 
taken  without  relation  to  Bible  truth  as  a  whole,  early  led  many  Chris- 
tians to  belief  in  the  heresy  that  baptism  is  essential  to  salvation,  and 
since  all  are  born  in  sin,  it  was  but  a  step  to  the  belief  in  the  necessity  of 
baptism  to  save  an  infant's  soul  from  hell. 

It  is  probable  that  the  protest  against  this  horrible  doctrine  of  infant 
damnation  led  our  Baptist  people  to  the  extreme  of  neglecting  the  proper 
instruction  of  their  children.  At  any  rate,  whatever  be  the  cause,  too 
man}'  Baptists  are  indifferent  to  the  conversion  of  their  children  until 
long  after  the  age  of  real  moral  responsibility,  and  until  sinful  habit  has 
woven  its  web  aDout  their  feet. 

Another  sin,  second  onl}'  to  the  one  just  mentioned,  must  be  laid  at 
the  door  of  many  Baptists.  The  young-  convert  is  often  left  without  the 
training  necessary  to  establish  him  in  the  faith  and  to  lit  him  for  efficient 
service.  The  great  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  the  glorious  history  of  our 
people,  the  marvelous  movements  of  God  in  missions,  are  all  unknown  to 
him.  The  result  is  that  he  is  often  unstable  and  unreliable  in  loyalty  to 
his  church;  he  often  assumes  an  apologetic  attitude  for  being  what  he  is, 
while  in  all  practical  Christian  work  and  missionary  effort,  he  does  not 
know  enough  to  take  an  interest  therein,  or  if  he  feels  the  interest  he  is 
helpless  to  render  intelligent  service. 

All  through  the  years  numbers  of  pastors  have  deplored  this  evil  and 
in  various  ways  have  sought  for  remedies.  Doubtless  the  Sunday  School 
has  been  a  powerful  aid  in  the  solution  of  the  problem,  but  there  remained 
much  to  be  done  in  directions  beyond  the  reach  and  province  of  Sunday 
School  teachers  and  superintendents.  Young  people's  prayermeetings 
and  pastor's  classes  of  numberless  kinds  and  characters  have  been  tried 
with  varying  degrees  of  success.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  nothing  more  nor 
less  than  an  effort  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  work,  to  foster  its 
spirit,  to  organize  what  has  hitherto  been  done  in  a  desultory  fashion,  and 
to  furnish  means  by  which  a  perplexed  pastor  may  be  helped  to  solve  the 
difficulties  met  in  training  his  young  people. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  urge  the  importance  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
work  and  bespeak  for  it  the  heart}'  encouragement  of  the  convention.  At 
the  same  time  we  would  stress  the  point  that  regardless  of  what  may  be 
said,  thought  or  done  about  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  as  an  organization,  each 
church  is  under  the  most  solemn  obligation  before  God  to  see  to  the  train- 
ing of  its  j'outh.  If  not  by  one  plan  or  another  plan,  still  by  some  plan 
the  work  must  be  done.  Almost  any  method  is  better  than  no  method, 
and  it  will  be  found  that  all  methods  will  sometimes  fail.  None  the  less 
the  work  must  be  done.  Victory  today  and  defeat  tomorrow,  failure  one 
day  and  success  the  next — it  matters  not,  the  work  must  be  done. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  convention  of  Alabama  is  a  good  place  to  discuss  and 
encourage  this  work.  The  "Baptist  Union,"  a  bright,  healthy,  orthodox 
weekly,  published  by  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  A.,  324  Dearborn  street,  Chicago,  is 
the  official  organ  of  the  International  and  Southern  Unions.  It  is  full  of 
help  to  all  who  read  it,  contains  all  the  materials  necessary  for  the  Chris- 
tian Culture  courses,  and  furnishes  many  helpful  suggestions  for  practi- 
cal work. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Quarterly,  published  at  the  request  of  the  Southern 

Union  by   the   Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville  is  a  gem  in  its  way  and 

is  a  veritable  benediction  to  pastors  and  churches.  It  costs  but  a  trifle  and 

I    d  be  ordered  bj-  the  church  for  its  young  people's  meeting  just  as  the 
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quarterlies  and  other  necessary  papers  are  ordered  for  the  Sunday  School. 
A  survey  of  the  field  would  rejoice  this  convention,  but  while  that  is 
true,  more,  more,  n  uch  more  needs  to  be  done  and  must  be  done  before  we 
can  claim  to  have  di.scnarged  our  duty  to  our  young-  people,  to  the  world, 
and  to  the  Master,  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  try  to  serve.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  JUDSON  INSTITUTE. 

The  Baptists  of  Alabama  have  cause  for  profound  gratitude  to  Al- 
mighty God  for  the  abundant  blessings  He  has  bestowed  upon  the  Judson 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  highly  gratifying  to  the  board  of  trustees  to 
report  the  continued  prosperity  and  growth  of  this  beloved  institution. 
The  sixty-third  session  which  closed  last  May  was  one  of  the  most  pros- 
perous from  every  standpoint  in  the  history  of  the  Judson,  the  enrollment 
reaching  201,  of  which  number  160  were  boarders.  The  faculty  was  com- 
posed of  25  officers  aud  teachers,  whose  work  in  the  class  room,  and  in 
the  moral  and  religious  training  of  the  pupils  was  highly  satisfactory, 
and-we»believe  that  for  the  work  attempted  in  the  curriculum«the  faculty  is 
unsurpassed.  The  financial  condition  of  the  Judson  is  excellent.  Many 
additions  and  improvements  have  been  made,  largely  from  the  income  of 
the  school,  and  all  obligations  have  been  promptly  met. 

It  is  with  special  pleasure  that  we  record  the  profound  religious  inter- 
est manifested  by  the  pupils  during  the  past  year.  The  daily  lives  of  the 
girls  were  beautiful,  and  in  the  great  revival  which  occurred  intheSiloam 
church  last  spring  many  of  the  girls  were  happily  converted.  In  express- 
ing their  appreciation  to  the  president  for  the  good  care  taken  of  their 
girls  in  physical  and  mental  training,  many  of  the  patrons  took  occasion 
to  speak  gratefully  of  the  strong  religious  influence  of  the  school. 

After  this  encouraging  report  of  the  last  session,  we  are  pleased  to 
sa3r  that  the  sixty-fourth  session,  which  began  September  25t.i,  has 
already  surpassed  the  last  in  the  enrollment  of  the  pupils,  there  being 
present  207  pupils,  of  whom  about  171  are  boarders,  and  it  has  been  nec- 
essary to  purchase  an  adjoining  residence  and  to  rent  another  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  overflow.  If  there  was  room  we  believe  this  number 
could  be  largely  increased.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  imme- 
diate erection  of  new  buildings,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  second  term 
accommodations  will  be  provided  for  all  who  wish  to  attend;  the  buildiug 
committee  has  already  purchased  400,000  bricks  and  the  work  will  be 
pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  greatest  enthusiasm  prevails 
among  the  teachers  and  pupils,  and  evidences  of  enlargement   and   prog- 
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ress  are  manifest  everywhere.  Under  the  present  management  there  has 
been  a  constant  and  steady  growth  each  year,  and  the  Judson,  we  believe, 
has  a  stronger  hold  upon  the  people  than  ever  before.  The  following 
statistics  are  interesting  in  showing  the  growth  of  the  Judson  during  the 
past  six  years:

The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  increasing  usefulness  of  the  Judson 
to  our  Denomination  and  the  cause  of  Christ  in  the  development  of 
Christian  character,  and  in  the  mighty  influence  for  guod  exened  by  the 
pupils  of  the  school  in  the  home,  in  the  church,  and  in  all  the  relations  of 
life. 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  desire  to  express  their  unwavering  con- 
viction that  our  President  under  God  is  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 
The  present  prosperity  of  the  Judson  is  largely  owing  to  his  wise 
foresight  and  untiring  energy,  and  we  feel  sure  the  Baptists  of  the 
State  will  heartily  co-operate  with  him  in  his  plans  for  the  enlargement 
and  increased  usefulness  of  this,  our  beloved  Institution.

REPORT  OF    TRUSTEES  SCOTT3BORO  BAPTIST  INSTITUTE. 

By  appointmant  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions  the  undersigned 
assumed  the  duties  of  Trustees  and  took  charge  of  the  school  property  at 
Scottsboro. 

On  Sept.  2,  a  school  was  opened.  John  C.  Dawson,  a  graduate  of 
Georgetown,  Ky.,  College,  was  made  Principal,  who  with  lour  other 
teachers  constitute  the  faculty. 

One  hundred  and  eight  pupils  have  been  enrolled.  The  prospects  are 
good  for  a  large  increase  in  members  before  the  close  of  the  session. 
The  Home  Mission  Board  has  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  State  Board 
of  Missi  >ns  in  maintaining  the  school  if  it  is  necessary.  We  believe  in 
a  short  time  the  income  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  expenses.  After 
a  new  fence  is  put  around  the  campus  and  the  buildings  painted,  the 
property  will  be  in  first  class  repair. 

In  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions  will  be  found  a  des- 
cription of  the  property. 

The  cost  was  near  $4,000;  nearly  $1,500  of  that  sum  was  given  by  the 
citizens  of  Scottsboro  and  Jackson  county.  The  original  cost  of  the 
property  was  between  $15,000  and  $18,000. 

The  citizens  of  Scottsboro  are  loyal  to  the  school  and  the  Baptists  of 
the  county,  we  believe,  will  give  it  their  patronage. 

The  name  adopted  by  the  Trustees  was:  The  Scottsboro  Baptist 
Institute.  The  purpose  has  been  announced  that  this  will  be  maintained 
as  a  school  of  high  grade,  not  a  college.  This  seems  to  be  satisfactory  to 
the  patrons.  The  time  of  the  Trustees  expires  at  this  session  of  the 
Convention  and  we  ask  your  body  to  name  a  new  Board  and  give  such 
instruction  as  in  your  wisdom  seems  best.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTITUTE    BOARD'S  REPORT. 

We,  your  Committee,  to  whom  the  Institute  Board's  report  was  re- 
ferred, beg-  leave  to  submit  the  following-: 

We  find  that  in  the  face  of  very  great  difficulties  the  Board  under  the 
wise  leadership  of  Bro.  J.  P.  Shaffer,  has  done  an  excellent  work  during 
the  year  for  which  this  Convention  can  only  feel  profound  gratitude. 
With  reference  to  the  request  of  the  Board  to  be  relieved  of  this  work 
which  the  Convention  has  already  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Education,  there  is  no  recommendation  needed  from  this  Committee. 

We  find  that  there  remains  a  final  indebtedness  on  the  Board  of 
$238.80  which  we  recommend  shall  be  assumed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Missions. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Convention,  through  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education,  vigorously  prosecute  the  Institute  work,  the 
importance  of  which  needs  no  emphasis  from  your  Committee.

REPORT  ON    SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

There  is  a  passage  of  surpassing  beauty  and  pathos  in  the  divine 
writings;  it  occurs  just  after  the  reconciliation  of  Jacob  and  Esau.  Esau 
proposes  that  they  now  pursue  their  onward  course  together,  presumably 
to  the  home  of  the  aged  Isaac,  bub  Jacob  pleads  that  it  is  needful  that 
his  brother  precede  him,  adding  in  the  same  connection,  "I  will  lead  on 
softly  according  as  *  *  *  *  the  children  be  able  to  endure." 
Prophetic  words!  We  wonder  not  they  were  breathed  so  soon  after  a 
mortal  man  had  held  an  angel  in  long  and  loving  clasp;  the  same  con- 
sideration for  helpless  and  dependent  childhood  is  as  needful  now  as  then; 
and  hence  the  suggestion  that  the  development  of  energy  in  other 
departments  of  our  denominational  life  should  not  be  out  of  proportion  to 
that  put  forth  in  the  Sunday  School,  the  department  involving  the 
eternal  welfare  of  our  little  ones. 

The  responsibility  of  preparing  this  report  has  not  been  accepted  in  a 
merely  perfunctory  way;  but  as  a  sacred  trust  to  be  discharged  in  behalf 
of  a  work  which  appeals  to  every  Christian  soul  on  earth;  and  the 
Committee  comes  to  plead  that  the  great  cause  of  Bible  study  may 
be  accorded  a  more  prominent  place  among  the  enterprises  now  being 
fostered  by  our  denomination.  The  necessity  for  this  is  paramount; 
because  in  that  direction  only  lies  Baptist  future. 

We  have  no  Shorter  Catechism,  no  creed,  no  prayer  book,  no  rites  in 
infancy,  to  establish  a  communit3'  of  sentiment  and  bind  our  constituency 
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to  us.  From  whence  then  is  our  strength  if  not  from  a  concentration  of 
energy  upon  the  study  and  teaching-  of  God's  word? 

But  this  presupposes  several  things: 

1st.  That  our  pastors  should  minister  as  weil  as  be  ministered  unto 
by  their  Sunday  Schools;  it  is  in  the  province  of  Deity  alone  to  know  how 
important  to  the  pastorate  is  the  well  ordered  Sunday  School,  and  yet 
there  is  a  ver}'  broad  sense  in  which  its  inestimable  value  is  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent  overlooked.  We  frequently  hear  the  average  pastor — and 
the  average  pastor  is  a  good  man — presenting  the  claims  of  the  Orphans' 
Home  or  of  Ministerial  Education  or  preaching  to  the  subject  of  Missions, 
but  we  rarely  hear  him  devote  an  hour  from  the  sacred  desk,  as  the 
result  of  a  week's  prayerful  study,  to  the  stimulating  of  the  Sunday 
School  interests  of  his  church,  toward  the  organization  of  schools  where 
none  at  present  exist,  or  toward  enlisting  the  church  membership  to 
co-operate  in  the  Sunday  School  work  of  the  church,  or  towards  bringing 
the  study  and  teaching-  of  God's  word  to  a  higher  state  of  efficiency.  The 
committee  does  not  offer  this  in  a  spirit  of  complaint  or  fault  rinding;  it  is 
but  trying  to  speak  the  truth  in  love;  and  we  want  the  pastors  through- 
out the  State  to  go  back  to  their  respective  churches  bound,  not  by 
outward  pledge  but  by  the  unwritten  law  of  loyalty  and  love  to  Him  who 
was,  and  is,  preeminently  the  friend  of  childhood  and  youth,  that  they 
will  do  their  part  in  the  reconstruction  for  which  this  report  is  made  to 
stand. 

2nd.  That  the  Associations  will  co-operate  for  they  have  much  in 
their  power  for  good,  and  a  recommendation  is  hereby  and  herein 
incorporated  that  our  Associations  employ  at  least  a  half  da}'  at  each 
session  in  the  holding-  of  a  Sunday  School  Institute  to  be  defined,  simply, 
as  an  extension  of  time  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  the  annual  report  on 
Sunda}r  Schools  and  embracing  as  many  features  of  Sunday  School  work 
as  may  be  deemed  practicable  and  best  adapted  to  the  diffusion  of  the 
Sunday  School  spirit  throughout  the  bounds  of  the  respective  associations. 
The  initiative  in  this  has  already  been  taken  by  an  association  in  South 
East  Alabama  in  which  the  committee  who  presented  the  Sunday  School 
report  last  year  incorporated  such  a  recommendation  as  above  indicated 
with  the  result  that  this  year  it  was  carried  into  effect  with  great  success 
and  the  promise  of  many  good  results  to  follow. 

3rd.  That  as  a  body  of  Baptists  in  State  convention  assembled  we 
hereby  go  upon  record  as  feeling  the  need  of  the  very  best  Sunday  School 
literature  in  all  the  land,  and  as  cherishing  the  hope  that  our  publishing 
houses  will  take  due  notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  was  recently  shown  a  lesson  help  from  a  non- 
denominational  publishing  house  by  a  superintendent  who  enlarged 
exfensively  upon  its  merits  as  a  commentary  upon  the  lesson,  and  asked 
advice  as  to  getting  it  for  general  use  in  his  school;  he  was,  of  course, 
counseled  not  to  do  so;  but  the  observing  eye  cannot  fail  to  note  that 
competition  at  this  point  has  developed  from  every  quarter — notably  from 
non-denominational  publishing  houses — a  literature  of  growing 
popularity;  and  while  it  is  true  that  Baptist  people  should  teach  and 
study  Baptist  literature  we  assume  that  it  is  nevertheless  incumbent  on 
our  publishing  houses  to  give  us  the  very  best  literature  that  comes  from 
the  press. 

Having  outlined,  as  above,  the  importance  of  certain  aggressive 
movements  in  the  department  of  Sunday  School  work  it  is  in  order  to 
show  that  such  interests  are  involved,  and  are  being  rapidly  developed  as 
make  such  aggression  an  imperative  necessity. 

1st.  We  find  the  primary  work  receiving  much  emphasis  and  believe 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  acknowledged  as  foremost  among 
the    agencies  for  compassing,  under   the   Master,   the   salvation   of  the 
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children.  Our  churches  in  the  cities  and  smaller  towns  are  being  fitted 
up  with  suitable  adjuncts  for  primary  work;  and  even  in  the  country 
churches  we  often  find  the  ear-marks  of  progress  in  this  direction  in  the 
shape  of  curtains  and  screens  enclosing  corners  and  securing  privacy  in 
the  teaching  of  our  little  ones. 

2nd.  The  Teachers'  meeting  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  the  most 
usef  ul  and  indispensable  of  all  methods.  For  one  who  has  spent  a  number 
of  consecutive  years  in  the  enjoyment  and  observation  of  its  advantages 
it  is  hard  to  believe  that  any  considerable  degree  of  efficiency  in  teaching 
the  classes  can  be  attained  in  any  Sunday  School  without  a  teachers' 
meeting. 

3rd.  We  find  that  the  schools  are  rapidly  adopting  the  graded  system 
and  using  class  books  to  keep  the  record  of  their  pupils  and  that  this  has 
a  most  excellent  effect  in  promoting  punctuality,  good  lessons  and 
Christian  giving.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  class  books,  quarterly 
certificates,  diplomas,  etc.,  may  be  had  from  our  denominational  publish- 
ing houses  at  nominal  expense  it  is  surprising  that  any  School  should  be 
without  them. 

4th.  The  Home  Department  has  been  found  one  of  the  most  effective 
aids  in  the  general  welfare  of  the  Sunday  School;  and  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  those  outside  the  schools  by  far  outnumber  those  in  the 
schools,  we  readily  perceive  the  imperative  duty  devolving  upon  us  of 
taking  the  Bible  to  those  neglected  classes  and  enlisting  them  in  its 
study.  To  meet  the  possible  objection  that  the  work  is  only  adapted  for 
the  cities  and  towns,  there  is  a  country  Sunday  School  in  South  East 
Alabama  whose  superintendent,  a  one-legged  Confederate  soldier  58  years 
old,  has  a  flourishing  home  department  and  finds  it  not  only  easily 
worked  but  possessing  features  which  its  members  are  always  eager  to 
accept. 

But  this  report  would  fall  far  short  of  the  high  ideal  in  the  mind  and 
heart  of  your  committee  if  it  should  fail  to  set  forth  in  proper  relief  the 
sad  fact  that  there  are  dark  corners  in  our  State  where  the  p.-imary  work, 
the  teachers'  meeting,  the  class  book  and  the  home  department  are  today 
unheard-of  agencies  in  our  Master's  cause  and  where, in  some  quarters,  no 
schools  exist  and  where,  in  others,  may  be  found  schools  in  merely 
nominal  existence,  raising  their  emaciated  hands,  like  starving  babes, 
and  crying  to  us  for  crumbs  from  our  well  filled  tables.  It  must  be  said 
in  this  connection  that  the  only  direct  Sunday  School  missionary  work  in 
behalf  of  these  destitute  points  of  which  your  committee  has  any 
knowledge  has  been  done  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville, 
which  at  its  own  expense  has  ministered  in  considerable  measure  to  their 
needs  through  the  work  of  a  special  missionary. 

Having  made  mention  of  our  Sunday  School  Board  we  desire  to  speak 
more  fully  of  the  vast  and  ever-widening  sphere  of  influence  which  it  is 
filling.  Asa  matter  indirectly  affecting  the  Sunday  School  interests  of 
our  State  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  Board  has  arranged  for  a 
series  of  lectures  on  the  Sunday  School  work  at  the  Seminary  by  Dr.  W. 
F.  Hatcher  during  the  month  of  February  next  and  that  this  very  helpful 
feature  is  to  be  a  permanent  one  in  coming  years,  and  that  Dr.  B.  W. 
Spilman,  the  Field  Secretary,  is  lecturing  at  different  points  in  the 
territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  that  the  Sunday  Schools 
of  the  denomination  in  Alabama  will  doubtless  in  their  turn  receive 
benefit  therefrom,  also  that  the  Sunday  School  helps  now  being  issued  by 
the  Board  are  of  high  Christian  scholarship  and  most  excellently  adapted 
to  our  needs  as  a  denomination,  and  we  most  heartily  commend  their 
merits  for  the  consideration  of  the  Sunday  Schools  throughout  the  State. 

Having  thus  endeavored  to  set  forth  some  of  the  needs  and  resources 
of  our  work  we  feel  that  we  could  not  more  fittingly  conclude  this  report

than  in  the  words  of  our  blessed  Master,  "Lift  up  your  eyes  ?nd  look  on 
the  fields  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest  and  he  that  reapeth 
receiveth  wages  and  gathereth  fruit  unto  life  eternal."

REPORT  ON  DEATH  OF   J.    B.    LOVELACE. 

In  the  death  of  Bro.  Jesse  B.  Lovelace  which  occurred  at  his  home  in 
Marion,  Ala.,  Nov.  12,  1901,  our  denomination  and  the  cause  of  Christ 
have  sustained  a  great  loss.  He  loved  his  brethren  and  their  idstitutions 
and  gave  freely  of  his  thcught  and  time  and  means  to  further  th"ir 
interests.  Paul  said,  concerning  himself,  that  he  was  more  abundant  in 
labors  than  they  all,  and  probably  if  all  the  facts  were  known,  it  would 
be  found  that  no  unpaid  servant  of  the  Lord  in  our  State  has  ever  served 
more  continuously  and  more  effectively  the  cause  he  loved  so  much  than 
did  Bro.   Lovelace.     For  more   than  40  years   he  was  the  servant  of   this 
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Convention,  He  had  a  genius  for  details,  and  much  of  his  work  was 
detail  office  work  requiring-  time  and  thought  and  patience. 

He  was  Treasurer  of  both  the  State  Mission  and  Home  Mission 
Boards  while  the3*  were  located  in  Marion.  At  the  same  time  he  was  a 
Trustee  of  the  Howard  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board; 
occupying-  the  same  position  on  the  M.  M.  I.  Board  until  he  was  elected  its 
President.  In  like  manner  he  served  the  Judson  Trustees  as  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  until  his  election  as  President,  in  which  position  he  has 
served  faithfully  and  well  for  many  years.  During  this  time  he  held 
continuously  many  positions  of  honor  and  trust  in  his  own  church  and 
Association  and  was  faithful  and  efficient  in  every  work  he  undertook. 
Often  midnight  found  him  planning  and  working  with  others  for  the 
interests  of  the  Howard  or  the  Judson,  ?nd  in  the  delirium  of  fever 
preceding-  his  death  his  utterances  were  ever  concerning  the  Judson,  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  his  church.

Our  beloved  Missionary,  Miss  Willie  Kelly,  was  at  home  almost  a 
year  and  under  the  auspices  of  the  Central  Committee,  visited  the 
churches  and  societies  of  the  State,  talking  to  the  women  and  children  of 
her  work  among  Chinese  women. 

Interest  in  Missions  has  been  greatly  quickened  and  the  influence  of 
her  visit  home  will  last  for  years  and  years. 

All  she  asks  of  us  in  return  for  her  labor  of  love  is  a  keener  interest 
in  Foreign  Missions,  especially  China,  and  our  prayers. 

How  she  pleaded  for  our  prayers  in  behalf  of  herself  and  the  Chinese 
women!     Let  us  remember  her  always  at  a  throne  of  grace. 

Another  blessing  was  a  visit  to  the  Central  Committee  from  Miss 
Anna  B.  Hartwell,  of  Tung  Chow,  China,  Missionary  of  the  Birmingham 
Association.  Her  delicate  health  did  not  permit  her  to  speak  often  or  to 
stay  in  our  midst  long.  Her  words  and  her  presence  were  an  inspiration. 
Ma}'  our  loving  Father  restore  her  health  and  permit  her  to  resume  the 
work  that  is  dearer  to  her  than  life. 

Another  subject  for  rejoicing  is  that  we  exceeded  our  apportionment 
both  in  Foreign  and  Home  Missions.  We  are  now  asked  for  $2,300  for 
Foreign  Missions  and  $1,200  for  Home.  Please  remember  that  the  Home 
Board  requests  that  all  Box  contributions  shall  be  kept  separate  from 
cash  reports.     Therefore  the  amount  asked  is  a  money  contribution. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  fol- 
lowed as  in  former  years. 

The  Christmas  Offering-  was  larger  for  1900  than  it  has  been  for  a 
number  of  years. 

Thirty-eight  boxes  have  been  sent  to  Frontier  Missionaries  and  a 
number  to  the  Orphans'  Home. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  organization  of  societies 
in  small  country  churches.  Miss  Armstrong  wrote  to  every  pastor  in  the 
State  asking  for  the  name  of  a  good  woman  worker  in  his  church.  The 
names  were  sent  to  the  Central  Committee;  the  committee  divided  the 
work  among  them,  writing  and  sending  literature  to  each  name. 

Fifty-five  new  societies  were  organized  and  others  renewed. 

Many  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  Vice  Presidents,  which  is 
unfortunate,  as  it  takes  a  year  at  least  to  learn  how  to  make  a  good  Vice 
President. 

We  regret  that  we  have  lost,  by  removal  to   Kentuck}',  our  efficient 
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Vice  President,  Mrs.  B.  D.  Gray.     Mrs.  N.  A.   Barrett,  of  East  Lake,  has 
been  chosen  to  succeed  her. 

We  congratulate  the  women  of  Alabama  that  we  have  among  us 
Mrs.  C.  A.  Stakely,  the  President  of  th*e  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  should  give  a  wonderful  impetus 
to  our  work.
